KINSMAN SHOT 


Benedetti Lured to 
‘Death by Phone. 


Responding to a mysterious tele- 
phone summons, Aneicleti Benedetti, 
wealthy member of the Italian colony, 
whose wife is a niece of Mrs. Lawrence 
Cuneo and a cousin of Mrs. Robert E. 
Crowe, wife of the state’s attorney, 
was shot and killed last night by 
two unidentified men. They opened 
fire after waylaying their victim and 
then sped away in an automobile. 

A picked squad from the detective 
bureau, a hundred policemen from va- 
rious stations, and a specia] detail from 
the state’s attorney’s office were work- 
ing on the case thirty minutes after 
the slaying. They have ‘three theories 
—politics, the Black ‘Hand, or a busi- 
ness controversy. 

Called from Home. 

Benedetti was at his home, 237 Bee- 


came. A man’s voice told him to 
“hurry over to the Italian Athletic 
club, It’s urgent.” He kissed his wife 
and two children—Katherine, 3, and 
Mary, 5—and told them he would be 
right back. The club is at 1408 Larre- 
bee street. 

Benedetti walked. He had reached 
Sedgwick and West Division streets, 
and was standing at the northwest | 
corner, when an automobile stopped 
at the curb. A man alighted and ac- 
costed him: “Witnesses ‘say they en- 
gaged in a heated argument. eee, 
denly the man drew a revolver and 
opened fire. The driver of the car 
did likewise. Benedetti/fell. The car 
raced away. 

The Hudson avenue police ambu- 
lance conveyed Benedetti to the Passa- 
vant hospital. He was dead. The body 
was removed to an undertaking estab- 
lishment at 285 West Division street. 

Know of No Enemies. 

Mrs. Benedetti fainted when in- 
formed of his death. 

“My husband had a quartel at the 
athletic club Saturday night,” she told 
the police. “He told me about it when 
he came home, but he did not mention 
the names of the men involved. I do 

not believe that he regarded it as seri- 
ous enough to lead to his death.” 

Policemen visited the club and took 
six men into custody for questioning. 
No arrests were made and the names 
of the men were not revealed. 

Crowe Takes Quick Action. 

“I knew Mr. Benedetti very well,” 
said State’s Attorney Crowe. “ He was 
a very quiet, inoffensive man. I have 
started an investigation of my own. 
I have detailed a squad of my best 
detectives under command of Julian 
Bernacchi to find the murderers. I 
don’t know what the motive could have 
béen. But I intend to learn. I am in- 
clined to the opinion, however, that it 
had no basis in politics.” 

The best eyewitness account of the 
murder was that of Adolph Rosman, 
$441 Pierce avenue. He was on the 
opposite side of the street. He said 
he obgerved two men, apparently en- 
gaged in a violent quarrel. Suddenly 
there were a number of shots. One of 
the men fell. The other jumped into 
the car, which went west In Division. 
Rosman did not get .the licenso num- 


ber. 
Two Taken in Custody. 

James Carlino and Frank Salerno, 
brothers-in-law, both living at 121 West 
Goethe street, who purchased the 
wholesale grocery business at 416 West 
Division street from Benedetti, were 
taken into custody early this morn- 
ing. Two revolvers were found, one 
in their home and the other in the 
offices of the grocery. 

Both men were turned over to at- 
tachés of State’s Attorney Crowe's of-

“This affiant further states that in 
the event he is denied the opportunity 
of continuing the uninterrupted nego- 
ations and the devotion of his time 
to the purpose outlined as last herein 
before stated, the road building pro- 
gram of the state of Illinois will be 
greatly curtailed, and at a reasona- 
ble estimate approximately 6,000 men 
will be denied employment for a period 
of approximately eight months in said 
state.” 
The affidavit spoke of the letting of 
road contracts and continued: 
“Unless thia affiant is able at the

CONSTITUTION 
OF IRISH FREE 
STATE DRAFTED 


Ireland Will Vote on 
It Next June.

DUBLIN, March 6.—The drafting of 
the proposed Irish constitution was 
completed tonight by a committee 
under the chairmanship of Darrell Fig- 
gis. The document will ‘be submitted 
to the provisional government tomor- 
row. It will be placed before the 
people in June, when Ireland will vote 
jointly on the constitution and the 
free state treaty. . 

There is no intention to submit the 
constitution to the British parliament 
before the Irish people vote on it. The 
opinion here is that the only question 
which the house of commons will have 
to decide is whether the constitution 
conflicts with the treaty, and some of 
the best minds in Ireland believe that 
it does not. It is not believed that 
the British will attempt to amend the 
constitution adopted by the Irish, pro- 
vided it does not conflict with the 
treaty. 

Provides for Ulster’s Inclusion. | 

The constitution as written by the 


committee provides for,the inclusion! 


of Ulster. Under it the six counties 
of the north would receive almost the 
same measure of independence as they 
now possess. Ulster would have its 
own legislature, functioning much as 
do those of the provinces of Canada or 
states in the United States. 

Of course there would be certain re- 
strictions. Any act passed by the 
Ulster Jegislature, if contested, would 
come before the Supreme court of all 
Ireland on the question of its constitu- 
tionality. -It is understood that the 
constitution provides for full woman 
suffrage. 


Follows Canada’s Basic Law. 

There is also reason to believe that 
the constitution does not bind the 
Irish to the free state forever and con- 
tains a clause permitting a continua- 
tion of the fight for independence if 
wanted. 

Those articles dealing with foreign 
affairs are based largely on the con- 
stitution of Canada and read much like 
the Canadian document.

LIVING MONSTER 
OF PREHISTORIC 
AGES REPORTED 


BUENOS AIRES, March 6.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—Belief that a ple 
siosaurian monster, an amphibian of 
the mesozoic order generally believed 
to exist only in fossil form, is still 
alive in Patagonia, was expressed to- 
day by Prof. Clementi Onelli, director 
of the Buenos Aires Zoélogical garden. 
He announced that he had received 
credible reports that such, a monster 
was seen in a lake in the territory of 
Chubut, near the Andes mountains. 


Prof. Onelli made public a_ letter 
from an English friend of his named 
Sheffield, saying that while hunting in 
the Andes he discovered a trail of flat- 
tened out vegetation near a lake, indi- 
cating the track of an animal of enor- 
mous weight. Later, says the letter, 
Mr. Sheffield saw in the middle of the 
lake an animal with a colossal neck 
like that of a swan, whose movements 
in the water indicated that the body 
was shaped like a crocodile. He said 
harpoons would be necessary to cap- 
ture the monster. 

Prof. Onelli said this.evidence con- 
firmed two previous reports that such 
an animal had been seen alive during 
the last year in the same region, where 
various scientific expeditions have 
made rich finds of animals of geolog- 
ical ages. He said an expedition from 
Argentina or some other country ought 
to be sent to capture the animal.

DENIES ARABS 
OPPOSE JEWS 
IN PALESTINE 


Morris Rothenberg of New York, one 
of the prominent leaders of the Amer- 
ican Zionist organization, who is in 
Chicago in connection with the com- 


ing Keren Hayesod drive, discussed 
the report in yesterday's TRIB- 
UNE that 700,000 Moslems and Chris- 
tians in Palestine were fighting the 
Jewish homeland. He said: 

“The report is undoubtedly nothing 
more than a baseless piece of sensa- 
tional propaganda originating with the 
Arab committee now in Europe. The 
Arab population in Palestine always 
has been most friendly to and living in 
harmony with the Jews. They know 
that they have nothing to fear from 
the establishment of a Jewish home- 
land. 

“The only opposition to the carry- 
ing into effect of the Balfour declara- 
tion comes from a small group of ab- 
sentee Arab land owners who have 
been attempting to stir up hostility to 
the Zionist claims ong the ignorant 
Arab elements in Palestine. They fear 
that the introduction of civilizing con- 
ditigns in Palestine by the Jews will 
inevitably lead to the end of their ex- 
ploiting the Arabs, which has enabled 
these land owners to live in luxury in 
European capitals while doing nothing 
themselves for Palestine’s develop- 
ment. 

“ Palestine is only the one hundred 
and seventieth part of the total area 
inhabited by Arab speaking popula- 
tions. Its colonization by the Jews, 
while giving a home to the only home- 
less people in the world, leaves the 
Arabs as rich in land as before.”

MELLON TO FIGHT 
NEW BONUS BILL 
AS “WORST YET” 


Says It Means Great 
Trouble in 1925. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 6.—[Spe- 
treasury department will 
oppose the latest soldier bonus pro- 
posal formulated by the house ways 
and means committee, it was indicated 
today. 

Secretasy Mellon looks upon the pro- 
posal as “ the worst yet.”” Although he 
said that he had received no official 
information to that effect from the 
White House, Mr. Mellon holds that 
the bill does not comply with the con- 
ditions made by President Harding in 
his letter to Chairman Fordney sug- 
gesting either a sales tax to finance 
the bonus, or else a postponement of 
the measure at this session. 

Who Gets the Cash? 

One of Secretary Mellon's objections 
to the proposal is that the cash pay- 
ment of $50 virtually would be made 
to the men who were in the service 
too short a time to go overseas. As 
he interprets the bill, the men who 
actually were engaged with the enemy 
can hope for no money outright imme- 
diately, while the stay-at-homes, with 
less than three months’ service, are 
the only men who will receive cash 
payments. 

“ But,” he asked, “ does the proposal | 
place a cash bonus for the men who

“ As to loans, let us look at this: It 
means simply that $1,000,000,000 or 
more will be turned into the banks of 
the country.

“This proposal is the worst yet that 
has been put forward.

“A few years from now we will 
simply be faced with a tremendous 
debt, with no way to meet it. That 
is what they have forgotten. We are 
asked to provide $1,000,000,000 or more 
by 1925, and we have not any way to 
do it.”

PEACE FOR THE U.S. A. 


Whatever guaranty is contained in the four 
power treaty which opposftion senators say bothers 
or dismays them is given much more to the United 
States than by it. The senators may be unable 


‘ or may be unwilling to appreciate that. They 


cannot see the forest for the trees. 

_ We are not afraid the treaty means too much. 
The more it means fer the period it covers the 
better the United States will be off. The opposi- 
tion senators appear to begin their reasoning with 
the assumption that the United States was an 
isolated nation within tight boundaries, unthreat- 
ened by anything. With that assumption they 
then treat the question as if it were one of the 
United States going beyond its continental boun- 


-daries and underwriting a lot of projects in the 


far Pacific with which it has no concern. _ 

They speak of wars we may be drawn into and 
are almost fantastic about it. They say the United 
‘States will get into a war with Russia on the side 
of Japan. We cannot see any common sense in 
that. The treaty does not have anything to do 
with the Asiatic mainland. It is wholly a Pacific 
island treaty. The United States is not required 
to give a moment's attention to any wars which 
may start in Siberia, Maychuria, or elsewhere on 
the mainland. | ) 

The danger was that Japan would attack the 
American iglands. There is no danger of Russia 
attacking the Japanese islands. An army operates 
on land. If Russia and Japan should fight in the 
next ten or fifteen years it will be where the 
Russian army does not have to swim before it gets 
where it can fight. Until it takes to swimming the 
treaty has no interest in the affair, no matter 
what construction is put on it. . 

Some senators are forgetting where the nation 
started when it went into the Washington con- 
ference. It started with almost a certainty of 
war ‘with Japan, in which war Great Britain would 
be allied with Japan. It came out of the confer- 
ence with a virtual certainty of peace. 

So far as the United States is concerned, the 
agreements do not hunt or make trouble. They 
avoid it and prevent it. If the alternative were 
going back to the eonditions existing before the 
agreement it would be a crime against the nation. 

If the United, Btates were temporizing with a war 
which it ought fight for its own good, we might 
bée cowardly in seeking expedients to postpone it. 
Such opportunism and evasion might do America 


much harm, but the United States has nothing to| 


fight for-in the far Pacific, nothing that is worth 
the lives and the money. ‘ 

Mr. Hughes and his associates have done a great 
piece of diplomacy for the security of the United 
States and its possessions. No other nation gets 
from the Pacific agreements the advantages the 
United States gets, and the situation when the 
American government took hold of it was about 
as dark and bad as it could be.

TREES AS A CROP. 

The controversy between Secretary of the Inte- 
rior Fall and Secretary of Agriculture Wallace con- 
cerning the former’s proposed transfer of the fores- 
try service from the agriculture to the interior de- 
partment will serve at least one good purpose. 
It will attract public attention to the importance of 
forest conservation and development in this coun- 

The American public for generations was gener- 
ally indifferent to the problem of forest conserva- 
tion until President Roosevelt brought the danger 
of indifference effectively to mind. This indiffer- 
ence was due to ignorance. No man or woman 
could remain indifferent if the facts were impressed 
upon them. Any argument in the cabinet or in 
congress will help to bring out these facts. The re- 
sult should be less ignorance, less indifference, and 
more active efforts to check the present waste and 
recover the timberland swept away in the past 
through unrestricted cutting and burning. That 
is a consummation devoutly to be wished. 

As for the merits of the present controversy, 
much is to be said in support of the department 
of agriculture’s insistence that the forestry service 
remain under its control. To be sure, it has not 
accomplished everything which could be desired, 


the development of an organization fully informed 
on forestry problems, and highly trained toward 
the solution of those problems. A transfer of the 
service undoubtedly would tend to unbalance this 
organization and set it back. 

Also, if our forests are to be regrown, such re- 
growing must be made profitable. In that light 
forests become a crop, and fall naturally under the 

supervision of the department of agriculture. They 
would be a slow crop, requiring probably fifty years 
or more to mature sufficiently to assure profits, 
but none the less a crop. : 

The agricultural department is equipped to help 
the growing of crops. It can experiment and 
check devastating tree diseases. It can make the 
necessary studies of soil and climate nee led to 
promote successful private tree planting and gen- 
eral reforestation. It has the confidence of most 
farmers, and when it explains that the conserva- 
tion of timberlands about the headwaters of a 
stream will have a marked effect upon the climate 


it will be understood and supported. 
Conservation and reforestation unquestionably 


assure and promote them is the branch of govern- 
ment in which their control should rest. As yet we 
have seen no convincing arguments that the in- 
terior department is more likely to accomplish such: 
purposes than the department of agriculture.

Superior hotel accommodations are an essential 
means to this end. 

We have done a great deal in this matter in 
the last few years. The Stevens hotel enterprise 
indicates that we are still progressing. 

Incidentally, it is interesting to note that the 
hotel business of Chicago is distinctly a domestic 
business. The Blackstone and Drake hotels are 
owned and operated by one group of Chicago 
men. The Sherman, Fort Dearborn, and Am- 
bassador are owned and operated by another local 
group. The La Salle and the Stevens enterprises 
are similarly local. The money they make goes 
back into the improvement and .development of 
Chicago. In the improvement under consideration 
it means a pay roll of millions of dollars to be 
distributed among Chicago workmen and spent in 
Chicago. On such a basis the future of Chicago 
rests. All we need to extend it indefinitely is ade-

TRICKS FOR GARDENLESS GARDENERS. 


PARTMENT dwellers who run a 
miniature garden on their back 
porches or in windows, and

GREAT many words find their 
way into Mr. Hodge’s new play 
at the Studebaker, and almost 
wreck it. They are fatal to the

He has left his bank job in 
town to care the better for an invalid 
sister and, to pay expenses, has turned 
the place into a dog farm. 

Like a lean and angular Job, he con- 
fronts an almost unbelievable flock of 
misfortunes. The visiting dogs chew 
up the neighbors’ live stock. The serv- 
ants rob him, and make the back porch 
a base for thriving ventures in boot- 
legging. One of his clients uses the 
house as a rendezvous for illicit meet- 
ings. He is bankrupt, hunted by 
process servers, and asked by an out- 
raged community to move. 


If it were any one but Mr. Hodge, 
one would think him rather a complete 
boob.

Prof. William L. Woodburn 
of Northwestern U. Dies 


Prof. William Logan Woodburn, as- 
sociate professor of botany at North- 
western university, who died Saturday 
afternoon of pneumonia, was buried 
yesterday afternoon under.the aus- 
pices of the United Presbyterian 
church of Evanston. 

Prof. Woodburn came to Northwest- 
ern university in 1910, spent three 


years as an instructor, seven as an 
assistant professor, and nearly two 
years a8 an associate professor of bot-; 
any. He was born in 1882 near Bloom- 
ington, Ind., and was graduated from 
the University of Indiana in 1908 with 
the degree A. B., obtained an A. M. 
from that institution in 1909, and the 
doctorate of philosophy in 1912. 

Prof. Woodburn not only disclaimed 
the acclaim which followed his discov- 
ery of the possibilities of making corn 
grow in red, white, and blue rows, but 
held that his experiments along this 
line had not sufficiently advanced to 
make a technical announcement. This 
| also applies to an almost completed in- 
vestigation of another phase in the 
life history of liverworts, the findings 
of which now lie on his desk at North- 
western university. Prof. Woodburn’s 
Evanston home was at 1138 Oak ave- 
nue.
